shock of the announcement that Ros­ 
coe (Fatty) Arbuckle, the champion 
heavyweight laugh producer of the 
movies, has been charged with the 
murder of Miss Virginia Rappe fea­ 
tured -the developments of the case 
today. 
Of first magnitude was the charge 
made by District Attorney 
Matthew 
Brady that undue influence and pres­ 
sure of a sinister character” has been 
brought to bear on the witnesses of 
the case. This charge Was followed 
by the announcement that -Alice Blake, 
one of the show girls who attended 
the party given by Arbuckle at which 
Miss Rappe was! seized with the illness 
that resulted in death and the bring­ 
ing of the murder charge 
against 
Arbuckle, has disappeared- 
In addition, Brady declared that 
Zoy Pryvon, another show girl also 
iu attendance at the 
party, 
had 
changed her story and faces possi­ 
ble arrest on a charge of perjury. 
The Pryvon girl was taken from 
the grand jury room to her home 
under guard of a detective. 
The 
district attorney Raid her

feeling of pique in British official 
circles because Great Britain has 
not been kept fully informed as to 
the preparations for the far east

disarmament 
conference

Washington, it was revealed today. 
This revelation came about through 
a cablegram from the 
New 
York 
correspondent of the Daily Express, 
which said in part: 
“The United States does not In­ 
tend to engage in naval rivalry with 
Great Britain; 
the 
Washington 
administration is willing tacitly to 
recognize Great 
Britain’s 
special 
position as an island power 
with 
enormous naval commitments.” 
This cablegram brought forth a 
prompt denial from the British for­ 
eign office that there has been any 
communication 
with 
Washington 
upon the subject. Great Britain, it 
was declared, has never sought nor 
has she obtained any such state­ 
ment as to the position of Washing­ 
ton upon the British naval position. 
“We have not received a single 
communication from Washington on 
the subject of the forthcoming con­ 
ference in the last five weeks. It is 
obvious that under 
such 
c'/cum- 
stances America and Great Britain 
cannot have agreed upon anything 
at all as regards a naval program.” 
While officials do not speak thdlr

they

British officialdom feels slighted be­ 
cause it was not more

Neither poverty nor riches establishes the right to be 
domineering, brusque, inconsiderate and inflated with the notion 
that whatever stands in our path is a thing to be crushed, and 
our own pleasure must be gratified even at the cost of pain to 
many. 
The world is so acutely and so constantly interdependent that 
the part each woman or man plays in it directly matters to all 
the rest, lf we take more than our share, somebody else gets 
less than his sh^re. But there is more than enough to go round— 
there is plenty for everybody—if we all have the will to work 
and if in that willingness we grant others the same right to earn a 
living that we ourselves enjoy. 
Those who refuse to obey the 
law that bestows the reward upon the workers and penalizes the 
idlers have no right to dictate to the industrious who have re­ 
ceived what they deserve. And there are idle poor, just as there 
are idle rich, who cling to the "wrong and the selfish point of view.

The duplicate for 1921 is expected to show another 
great increase. 
Last year the average tax rate in eighty Ohio cities increased 
from an average of $16.60 per thousand dollars to $20.40 pur 
thousand dollars.

I spoon soda, I tablespoon sugar, I tab- 
| lespoon melted beef dripping or but­ 
ter. 1-2 teaspoon salt. 
Dissolve the 
soda in a little hot water, and add it 
to the sour milk. Sift the dry m ater­ 
ials together, add to them the milk. 
the egg, and the melted 
shortening 
and turn into greased muffin 
rings. 
Bake about 30-minutes in a good oven. 
(Sour cream may be used instead of 
the milk if desired.! 
Eggless Sour Milk Cookies: 1-2 c u d 
butter, I cup sugar, I cup thick sour 
milk or cream, 3-4 teaspoon soda. 1-3 
teaspoon ground cinnamon. 1-4 
tea­ 
spoon ground cloves, a pinch of salt, 
and 2 cups flour. 
Cream butter and 
sugar. 
Dissolve 
the soda in a very 
little hot water and add it to the milk.
